Tbe material I doc's ia not alone tiie beats of a eport made by, for 
and/or on bahelf of the Attorney General or the United States, which would sees 
to require that it, in fact, be "ia too files of"the Department of Justice, It 
ia also pert of a brief presented in oourt by the Department. It Is only a ysar sins « 
use by your department. Are you tailing a® the Deportment usually cleanses ite file# 
ia leae than a year? 

Or are you telling me the United States government aaa destroyed all 
such records? If tnay are not in the files of our Department, your Department 
aertaialy knows what it did with thata, ana this you sre required to do soras thing 
about. I quote from page 24 of the mssaorsadus oiteds 

"...Every effort should b® made to avoid encumbering the applicant’s 
path with procedure! obstacles when thee® essentially internal Government problems 
arise, Agencies generally should treat a referred request as if it had been filed 
with the agsney to waich the matter ia ultimately referred". Now I would presume 
that the Department of Justice is the "agency" of "exclusive concern" when some- 
thing by or for the Attorney General is involved, when a court record is involved, 
q court action and the presentation of evidence in court. This same paragraph aleo 
says, however, , "Where a record ia requested which is of concern to more than one 
agency, th^- recueet should be referred to the agency those interest in the record 
is paramount", It is then expected to "consult” with "ths other interested agencies", 

Ia snort, if the Department of Justice is not tne "agency wuose interest 
in the record is paramount", as a laymen would presume to be the case wltu Depart- 
ment of Justice business, you are atill required to re$er this matter to other 
Interested agencies. 

Should you persist in denying me tnese rsaords to mica A believe I aa 
entitled, I esk that the refusal be signeds by tne Attorney General' himslef so I 
can proceed forthwith under the law without eddsd, unnecessary procedural obstacles 
being placed ia my path.
